lf there is increasing anti-American feeling in Eastern Siberia the 


fact is regrettable. 
It is certainly not to be remedied, however, by 


the methods which those who entertain this feeling suggest. The Rus 


sian factions in Siberia are angry with the Americans because they 


have refused to espouse the cause of any of these contending factions. 


In so refusing General Graves merely follows the instructions given 


l im by his government, and there will be little difference of opinion 


in this country regarding the wisdom of those instructions or regarding 


the necessity of continued adherence to them so long as conditions in 


S beria remain as they are. 


The difficulty of the problem is apparent and it will be much 


enhanced if the anti-American sentim ent continues to grow. 
Presum a­ 


bly the principal business of the American forces in Siberia now is 


the protection of Hie i “ans-Siberian railroad. 
This railroad is being 


rehabilitated and is going to be operated under an American exper 


commission. 
It can not bo rehabilitated or operated unless it is pro 


tected by troops; and unless it is rehabilitated and operated, the re 


building of R ussia’s economic structure, which is necessary in order to 
end the chaos there, can not be accomplished. 


Hence the American troops in E astern Russia are there for the 


benefit of the Russians and the Russians would be the chief sufferers 


if the American troops were withdrawn. 
But sooner or later they will 


be withdraw n if Russian hostility to them continues or increases. 


Their task is a thankless one, perhaps a hopeless one, and if they 


ate to get nothing but abuse and hard knocks for their efforts, there 
will be no sense in going on.
